All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed 
to serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the 
herd under 20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a 
breeder, notice shall be given to the seller within six months of 
date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if 
purchased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all fe- 
males are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age 
shall not be served by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold 
as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf must be reported 
to the seller within three months after date of sale. Females over 
14 months of age sold open, not settling within six months after 
date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller. 


When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee, the sell- 
er has the option of substituting an animal of equal value to the 
satisfaction of the purchaser, or of having the animal returned for 
atrial) for aspetiod mot tovexceed six months. ]he expense of 
freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is 
then proved to be a breeder beyond doubt, it shall be returned to 
the purchaser at his expense. In case of dispute the return of the 
full purchase price, without interest, to the buyer will be consider- 
ed full settlement and satisfaction of all claims. No charge for feed 
or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage 
shall go to the seller.

From the Owner- 


My father, J.T. Brown came from Illinois to Nebraska when 21 
years of age and homesteaded in 1871 on the first quarter section of 
the farm we now own and a part of the farm where we maintain the 
F.T. Brown & Son Polled Shorthorn herd. A team of Shorthorn oxen 
broke the first sod ~— later Shorthorn cows supplied the milk and 
cream which mother churned into butter which was traded for grocer- 
ies. They first lived in a dug-out and later a frame house of two 
rooms was built, the lumber being hauled from Kearney by team. 


Early Shorthorn bulls were obtained from the early pioneer breed- 
er, Thos. Andrews, Sr., Cambridge, Nebraska. One of the early ones 


was led overland from Cambridge. 


In October, 1915, Father and | attended a purebred sale, the 
cattle being sold by Dr. T.R. Butler of Beaver City. Father bought 
two cows, and | bought a yearling heifer and a four year old roan 
cow. These were the first registered cows ever on the farm, although 
not of choice quality as the present day cattle, their calves were 
superior to our grade calves and looked like the show calves | had 
seen at the Nebraska State Fair when a boy, which did a lot to in- 
fluence me to want to breed and improve Shorthorns. We selected 
Collynie Special, a seven year old bull in 1940, using him until he 
was 13 years old. He was the bull that did a lot for our herd, siring 
two champions of Omaha Sales, also the dam of a reserve champion 
at Omaha, as well as siring Collynie Front Rank, grand champion of 
the Nebraska State Fair in 1942 and 1944, who sired an Omaha top 
selling bull, also a grand champion heiferand a reserve champion 
bull at the Nebraska State Fair. 


Collynie Foremost has won high honors with his get — first prize 
get of sire; first and second prize pair of yearlings; reserve champ- 
ion females, which was a member of the first prize pair of females in 


the Nebraska State Fair in 1949.
